No. 20/l/61'AISU)- — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be hold by the Union Public Service Commission in 
October, 19 6/, lor the purpose of filling vacancies in the fol- 
lowing services are with the concurrence of the MinistrEi 
concerned Und the Comptroller and Auditor General of India 
in respect of the Indian Audit and Accounts Service, pub- 
lished for general information : — 

Category I 

(i) The ludiuu Administrative Service, and 

(ii) The Indian Foreign Service. 


Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribe* 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modification) 
Order, 1956, read with Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tubes 
Orders (Amendment) Act, 1956, the Constitution (Jammu A 
Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution 
(Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 
1959, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled 
Castes Order, iy62, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962 and the Constitution 
(Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964. 

3, The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix II 
to these Rules.

Personality test . — The candidate will bo interviewed by 
a Board who will have before them a record of his career. 
Ho will be asked questions on matters of general interest. 
The object of the interview is to assess the personal suit- 
ability of the candidate for the Service or Services for 
which he has applied by a Board of competent and unbiased 
observers. Iho test is intended to judge the mental calibre 
of a candidate. In broad terms, this is really an assessment of 
not only his intellectual qualities but also social traits and 
his interost in current affairs. Some of the qualities to be 
judged are mental alertness, critical powers of assimilation, 
clear and logical exposition, balance of judgment, variety 
and depth of interest, ability for social cohesion and leader- 
ship, intellectual and moral integrity. 

2. The technique of the interview is not that of a strict 
cross examination but of a natural, though directed and 
purposive conversation which is intended to reveal the mental 
qualities of the candidate. 

3. The personality tost is not intended to be a test either 
of the specialised or general knowledge of the candidates 
which have been already tested through his written papers. 
Candidates are expected to have taken hu intelligent interest 
not only in their special subject of academic study but also 
in the events which are happening around them both wi hin 
and without their own state or country, as well as in modern 
currents of thought, and in new discoveries which should 
rouse the curiosity of well educated youth.

(i) The relative seniority of officers appointed will ordi-

Note 1. — Probationary officers will start on the minimum 
of the Junior Scale and will count their service for incre- 
ments from the date of joining.

Increment from Rs. 400 to Rs. 450 will be stopped if they 
fail to pass hte Departmental Examination within the first 
two years of the training and probationary period.

In case, anv of the probationers does not pass the ‘end-of- 
the-course test’ at the National Academy of Administration, 
Mussoorie, his first increment will be postponed by one year 
from the date on which he would have drawn it or up to the 
date on which under the departmental regulations, the second 
increment accrues, whichever is earlier. 

Note 2. — In the case of persons already in Government 
Service, their pay on appointment as Probationer will be fixed 
in accordance with the rules and regulations in force from 
time to time. 

(k) The increments will be given for approved service 
only and in accordance with rules of the Department. 

(l) Promotions to the administrative grades are depen- 
dent on the occurrence of vacancies in the sanc- 
tioned establishment and are made wholly by 
selection; mere seniority does not confer any claim 
for such promotion. 

(m) Courses of training for probationers in the Indian 
Railway Traffic Service. 

Note 1. — -The Government of India reserve the right to 
reduce at their discretion, the period of training in the case 
of candidates who have had previous training or experience 
either in India or elsewhere. 

Note 2.— Probationers will also have to undergo training 
at the Railway Staff College, Baroda, in two phases. The test 
in the S;aff College is compulsory and a second chance in the 
event of failure, will not be given except in exceptional cir- 
cumstances and provided the record of the Officer is such that 
such a relaxation may be made. Failure to pass the test 
may involve the termination of service and in any case, 
the officers will not be confirmed till they pass the tests, their 
period of training and/or probation being extended as neces- 
sary. 

Note 3. — The programme of training given below have 
been drawn up chiefly for the purpose of guidance; they 
may be varied at the discretion of General Managers to suit 
particular cases provided that the total aggregate period of 
training is not ordinarily curtailed.

[These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the 
probability of their coming up to the required physical 
standard. But it must be clearly understood that the Govern- 
ment of India reserve to themselves an absolute discretion to 
reject as unfit any candidate whom they mav consider on 
the repoil of the Medical Board, to be physically disqualified 
and that their discretion, is in no respect limited by these 
reyulMinns. These regulations are intended merely for the 
guidance of Medical Examiners and are not meant to restrict 
their discretion in any wav for the disabled ex-Defence 
Services personnel the standards will be relaxed consistent 
with requirements of the Service (s)]. 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
he in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform- 
ance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. fa) In the matter of the correlation of nge, height and 
chest g'rth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correla- 
tion figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the 
examination of the candidates. If there be any disproportion 
with regard to height, weight and chest girth, the candidate 
should be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the 
chest taken before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by 
thc Board. 

(b) However, for certain services the minimum standard 
for height and chest girth without which candidates cannot 
be accepted, are as follows : —

Thc minimum height prescribed is relaxable in case of 
candidates belonging to races such as Gorkhas. Garhwalis, 
Assamese, Tribals, etc., whose average height is distinctly 
lower.

The candidate will then be directed to take a 
deep inspiration several times and the maximum 
expansion of the chest will be carefully noted and 
the minimum and maximum will then be recorded 
in centimetres. 84—89, Hu — 93.5 etc. Tn recording 
the measurements fractions of less than half centi- 
metre should not be noted. 

5. the candidate will also be weighed and liis weight 
recorded in kilograms; fractions of a half of a kilogram 
should not be noted. 

6. The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules. The result of each test will be 
recorded : — 

(i) Gain »I .~~ The candidate's eves will bo submitted 
to a general examination directed to the detection 
of any disease or abnormality. The candidate will 
be injected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, cyc-lids or contiguous structures 
of such a sort as to render or likely at a future date 
to render him unfit for service. 

(ii) Visual Amity . — ’ Thi examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one for 
distant, the other for near vision. Each eye will 
be examined 'pparately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision but 
the naked eye vision of the candidates shall however, be 
recorded by the Medical Board or other medical authnrfty 
in every case, as it will furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the eye. 

The standards for distant and near vision with or without 
glasses shall be as follows : —

For the services concerned with the safety of the Public, 
e.K., pilots, drivers, guards etc., the higher grade of colour 
vision is essential but for other the lower grade of colour 
vision should be considered sufficient. 

(iii) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition with 
ease and without hesitation of signal red, signal green and 
white colours. The use of Ishihara’s plates, shown in good 
light aud suitable lantern like Edrige Green’s shall be con- 
sidered quite dependable for testing colour vision. While 
either of the two tests may ordinarily be considered sufficient, 
in respect of the services concerned wilh road, rail and air 
traffic, it is essential to carry out the lantern test. In doubtful 
cases where a candidate fails to qualify when tested by only 
one of the two tests, both the tests should be employed. 

(?) Field of vision . — The field of vision shall be tested 
in respect of all services by the confrontation method. Wher* 
such test gives unsatisfactory or doubtful results the field of 
vision should be determined on the perimeter. 

(6) Nlyhl Blindness . — Night Blindness need not be tested 
as a routine, but only in special cases. No standard test for 
the testing of reightblindness or dark adaption is prescribed. 
'Hie Medical Board should be given the discretion to impro- 
vise such rough tests. ?.?. recording of visual acuity with 
reduced illumination or by making the candidate recognise 
various objects in a darkened room after ho/she ha* been 
therefor 20 to 30 minutes. Candidates’ own statements should 
not always be relied upon but they shov'd be given due 
consideration. 
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TXSXZ.- 

(7) Ocular conditions other than visual acuity. — (a) Any 
organic disease or a progressive refractive error which is 
likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should be con- 
sidered as a disqualification. 

(b) Trachoma. — Trachoma, unless complicated shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification. 

(c) Squint. — For services mentioned at l and 3 above 
where the presence of binocular vision is essential, squint, 
even if the visual acuity is of the prescribed standard should 
lie considered as a disqualification. For the other services the 
presence of squint should not be considered as a disqualifica- 
tion if the visual acuity is of the prescribed standard. 

(d) One-eyed persons. — The employment of one-eyed indi- 
viduals is not recommended. 

7. Blood Pressure 

The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
press is as follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15 — 25 years of age the 
average is about 100 plus the age. 

(ii) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory. 

A1J9. — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 mm. 
and diastolic over 90 mm. should be regarded as suspicious 
and the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness or 
otherwise. The hospitalization report should indicate whether 
the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to 
excitement etc., or whether it is due to any organic disease. 
In all such cases X-ray and electrocardiographic examinations 
of heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done 
as a routine. The final decision as to the fitness or otherwise 
of a candidate will, however, rest with the medical beard 
only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule. The measurement should not be taken within 
fifteen minutes of any exercise of excitement. Provided the 
patient, and particularly his arm is relaxed, he may be either 
lying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at the 
patient’s side in a more or less horizontal position. The arm 
should be freed from the clothes to the shoulder. The cuff 
completely deflated should be applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the arm, and its lower edge an 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow. The following 
turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend of 
the elbow and the stelhescope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff is infltited to about 200 m.m. The Hg. and then slowly 
deflated. The level at which the column stands when soft 
successive sounds are heard represents the Systolic Pressure. 
When more air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard 
to increase in intensity. The level at which the well-heard 
clear sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents 
the diastolic pressure. The measurements should be taken in 
a fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the 
cuff is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings. 
Rechecking, if necessary, should be done only a few minute® 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes, as the cuff 
is deflated sounds are heard at a certain level; they may dis- 
appear as a pressure falls and reappear at a still lower level. 
Tltis ‘Silent Gap’ may cause error in reading.) 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the results recorded. Where a Medi- 
cal Board finds sugar present in a candidate’s urine by the 
usual chemical tests the Board will proceed with the exami- 
nation with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
any signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes. If, except for 
the glycosuria the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the can- 
didate “fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic” and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist in Medi- 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations 
clinical and laboratory he considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance ten, and will submit his 


opinion to the Medical Board, upon which the Medical 
Board will base its final opinion "fit” or “unfit”. The can- 
didate will not be required to appear in person before the 
Board on the second occasion. To exclude the effects a? 
medication it may be necessary to retain a candidate for seve- 
ral days in hospital under strict supervision. 

9, The following additional points should be observed : — - 

(a) that the candidates hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease of the ear. In case 
it is defective the candidate should be examined by 
the ear specialist. Provided that if the defect in 
hearing is remediable by operation or by use of a 
hearing aid, a candidate cannot be declared unfit on 
that account provided he/she has not progressive 
disease in the ear. This provision is not applicable 
in the case of Railway Services; 

(b) that his/her speech is without impediment; 

(c) that his/her teeth, are in good order and that he/ 
she is provided with dentures where necessary for 
effective mastication (well filled teeth will be con- 
sidered as sound); 

(d) that the chest is well formed and his chest expan- 
sion sufficient; and that his heart and lungs are 
sound; 

(e) that there is no evidence of any abdominal disease; 

(f) that he is not ruptured; 

(g) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, a severe 
degree of varicocele, varicose veins or piles; 

(It) that his limbs, hands and feet are well formed and 
developed an-J that there is free and prefect motion 
of all his joints; 

(i) that he does not suffer from any inveterate skin 
disease; 

(j) that there is no congenital malformation or defect. 

(k) that he does not bear traces of acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution; 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccina'ion; and 

(in) that he is free from communicable disease. 

10. Radiographic examination of the chest should be done 
as a routine in ail cases for detecting any abnormality of the 
heart and lungs, which may not be apparent by ordinary 
physical examination. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the certificate 
and the medical examiner should state his opinion whether 
or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient performance 
of the duties which will be required of the candidate. 

Note. — Candidates are warned that there is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing, appointed 
to determine their fitness for the above services. If, however. 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgment in the decision 
of the first Board, it is open to Government to allow an 
appeal to a Second Board. Such evidence should be sub- 
mitted within one month of the date of the communication in 
which the decision of the first Medical Board is communicated 
to candidate, otherwise no request for an appeal to a second 
Medical Board, will be considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judg- 
ment in the decision of the first Board, the certificate will 
not be taken into consideration unless it contains a note by 
the medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has 
been given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate 
has already been rejected as unfit for service by the Medical 
Board. 

Medical Board’s Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner : — 

1. The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service, if any, 
of the candidate concerned. 
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No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be that he 
has no disease, constitutional affection, or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him, or likely to unfit him for 
that service. 

it should be understood that the question of fitness 
involves the future as well as the present and that 
one of the main objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service, and in the case 
of candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pension or payments in case of premature 
death. It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effec- 
tive service and that rejection of a candidate need 
not be advised on account of the presence of a 
defect which in only a small proportion of cases is 
found to interfere with continuous effective service. 

A lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of the 
Medical Board whenever a woman candidate is to 
be examined. 

Candidates appointed (o the Indian Defence Accounts 
service ar c liablo for field service in or out of 
India, In the case of such a candidate, the Medical 
Board should specially record their opinion as to 
his fitness or otherwise of field service. 

The report of the Medical Board should be treated a- 
confidential. 

In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Service the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidate 
in broad terms without giving minute details re- 
garding the defects pointed out by the Medical 
Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can be cured by treniment (medical or sur- 
gical) a statement to that effect should be recorded 
by the Medical Board. There is no objection to a 
candidate being informed of the Board’s opinion to 
this effect by the appointing authority and when a 
cure has been effected it will be open to the autho- 
rity concerned to ask for another Medical Board. 

In the case of candidates who are to be declared Tem- 
porarily Unfit’ the period specified for re-examina- 
tion should not ordlmirih exceed six months at the 
maximum. On re-examination after the specified 
period these candidates should not be declared tem- 
porarily unfit for a further period but a final deci- 
sion in regard to their fitness for appointment or 
otherwise should be given.

Subject : — National Book Development Board 

No. F.2 3 - 8 7 / 65- ( U.4 ) -HE-1 . — The development of book 
industry in general and of textbook production in particular 
has- been lagging in the country for a long time. There has 
been an increasing awareness of the paucity of suitable books 
of all types by Indian authors published in India. Conse- 
quently, there has been a growing demand for the Central 
Government to play a more positive role in the whole field 
of book production. It has become necessary that the 
Government should evolve and implement a coordinated 
policy on an all-India basis for promotion of book produc- 
tion and development of book industry, as a whole, in the 
country. 

2. National Book Development Board.— -Therefore, in order 
to stimulate production of books of all types, the Govern- 
ment of India has decided to set up a National Book Deve- 
lopment Board which would lay down the guidelines for the 
development of the book industry in the context of the over- 
all requirements of the country. The Board which will have 
on it representatives of the different sectors of the book In- 
dustry as well as of the various governmental and non- 
governmental aeencies dealing wilh implementation of book 
programmes, will, after taking a total view of the activities 
in the sphere of book production, make coivrete re wnmen- 
dations for consideration and action by the Government and 
other concerned bodies, 

3. Functions of the Boar 7. — The functions of the Board 
shall be as follows 

fa) To lay down the guideline; for development of the 
book indusrry in the contex* of the overall require- 
ments of the country, including those in the field of 
higher education; 

lb) To assess and adri-r in undertaking, organising mid 
carrying cut research into writings, marketing pro- 
blems. particularly in export areas, and to study 
hew best the widest possible distribution of Indian 
books could be obtained; 
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(c) To advise on measures for the promotion of the 
book industry and trade; 

(d) To advise on measures for encouraging Indian 
authors to write suitable textbooks and Indian 
publishers to publish them; 

(e) To perform such other functions, whether incidental 
to the powers aforesaid or not, as may be required 
in order to further its objects. 

4. Headquarters of the Board : The Headquarters of the 
Board shall be at New Delhi. 

5. Composition of the Board : 

(a) Chairman to be nominated by th e Government of 
India. 

(b) One representative of the Ministry of Education. 

(c) One representative of the Ministry of Industry. 

(d) One representative of the Ministry of Commerce. 

(e) One representative of the Ministry of Information 

and Broadcasting. 

(f) One representative of the Ministry of Finance. 

(ft) One representative of the University Grants Com- 
mission. 

(h) One representative of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research. 

(i) One representative of the NCERT. 

(j) One representative of the National Book Trust. 

(k) Such other persons, not exceeding twenty as may bo 
nominated by the Government of India from time 
to time, from among the various interests connected 
with book publishing, printing and trade. 

6. T enure of Membership : The tenure of each member 
of the Board shall be three years, but he will be eligible for 
re-appointment. Where a member of the Board becomes a 
member by reason of the office or appointment he holds, his 
membership of the Board shall terminate when he ceases to 
hold that office or appointment. 

AH casual vacancies among the members (other than ex- 
officio members shall be filled by the authority or body who 
nominated the member whose place has fallen vacant and the 
person appointed to a casual vacancy shall be a member of 
the Board for the residue of the term for which the person 
whose place was filled would have been a member. 

7. Meetings and Sub-committees : The Board shall ordinarily 
meet twice a year. The Board may set up Committees for 
specific purposes which may meet as frequently as required,
